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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 4-5 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Independent Claim 4 is allowable over the prior art of record since the cited references taken 
alone or in combination do not teach or disclose: "wherein a distance is measured in the circumferential 
direction, between two neighboring servo patterns which are recorded on the recording surface of said magnetic disk, and 
wherein a time period for recording a new servo pattern is adjusted based on the measured distance, when conducting 
said self servo write operation. "
